(Text) Introduction 


What has made possille these Afro-Latin American meetings in Luanda? 

The reply is not a @ifficult one. The solidarity between the people 
struggling in both continents and, of course, the fact that the People's 
Republic of Angola is a revolutionary reality on the African continent, 
are the driving forces behind our meeting. 


That is why it is obvious that if that popular struggle in Africa and 
Latin America is being carried out against the imperialist system in 
its many forns of expression, the existence of imperialism is the basic 
cause of our serious problems and, as a result, of our struggle in the 
last century. 


The orisins of the conflict waged by our common enemy are older. 
Although they date back a long time, it is very important for all of us 
to outline them briefly. 


Africa and America cane intocontact with the dawning of capitalism. The 
discovery of gold and silver deposits in the Americas, the extermination 
crusade, the slavery and the burial of the indiginous population in the 
mines, the start of the conquest and the pillage of the East Indies, the 
conversion of Africa into a hunting ground for black slaves, all of thes: 
events indicate the dawning of the era of capitalist production. 


The commercial revolution completely transformed life in Europe between 
the 16th and 18th Centuries and laid the groundwork for the Capitalist 
industry of the future. Powerful nation-states supported colonial 
conquests, pillaging and piracy thereby oppressing our regions with 
systemati~ looting by manufacturing trade capital. The contribution 
made by what we call today the Third World to the original accumulation 
of capital in Europe can be seen in the following figures:

In short, we are talking about a billion pounds gold, a sum greatec thar 
ali of the capital invested in all European industries in 1600, It was 
ai enormous accumulation of capital which in many instances directly 
financed manufacturing and factories which furthered the industrial 
revolution. 


ihe precious metals that were stolen trom the Third World tlowed Lo 
Europe where they multiplied along with the income fron Slavery and 
wotld trade based on unequal trading. In the middle of the cycle, which 
wis the prelude to the European industrial takeoff, the economic and 
ocial structures in Latin America, the Caribbean and Africa experienced 
‘he bepinning of their underdevelopment on all levels in the face of the 
impetuous advances made by European capitalism in its mercantilist phase. 


At the end of the 18th Century, mercantile capitalis. and the colonial 
system created by it began to decline. Industrialization on a large scale 
ippeared in Western Europe with its economic and political campaign to 
reduce the remainder of the world to a role of exporters of raw materia! 
ivf markets for European manufactured goods. Industtial capitalism was 
the bepinning of a more agpressive posture and eftcr's were made to iink 
closely certain underexploited areas with the metropolitan centers. 

Atter 1815 one can see Britain's gradual expansio, ‘ Lo the world market, 
evtering into competition with the other developin,, turopean capitalist! 
ountries, and later with the impetuous United States of America. For a 
ime the industria) fortress was able to use efficien ly a free trade 
policy, but during the last quarter of the 19th Century conditions began 
'o change naturally. Under the new order of things, *‘\e institution of 
slavery continued in Spain's and Portugal's American . »lonies because of 
the relative historical backwardness of these two nat ons in comparison 
with the development achieved in other European coun! ies. 


On the African continent European industrialists ani their "humanitarian" 
abolitionists outlawed the slave trade and slavery and replaced it with 
“leeal trade” through a slow process begun by London in 1807 and termina- 
ted at the end of the 19th Century on the eve of a new phases: monopoly 
capitalism or imperialism which was to become a stage in the deve lopment 
of cay italism, a phase of monopolistic capital, monopoly capitalism. 
Economic penetration would almost always be carried out through wars otf 
conquest, the establishment of spheres of influence and protectorates and 


innexat ion. Those outside the system would in the end be divided into 
colonies, semi-colonies and dependent states. 
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hai from amore the European powers Great Britalo and France would 1 thes

Imperialism exacerbated all contradictions which could 
erve its economic monopolistic expansion purposes over the short or 
nediwn tern. 
The strengthening of the Yankee presence in the Caribbean after 1898 
enabled the United States to gradually replace other foreign interest: 
in the area, particular) in South America, bourgeois civilians with 
petty porilla tyrants, neocolonize the economy, society, pol ities, cultwu 
and even the indispensable mentality of Latin America. It laid the 
wroundwork so that under later historical circumstances some of those 
Classist dependent blo attempted to remodel the tormat of state 
monopoly caplialism within their unstable societies through the use of 


that peculiar and much questioned, but always sanguine, method, Latin 
American fascism. 


naracterization of LInperialist Strategy and Action in Africa, Latin 
America and the Middle East 


That is why imperialism, in an effort to maintian its economic positions, 
has not disreparded any method, no matter how contemptible, in its 
etforts to subjugate the people of the so-called Third World, to implant 


regimes obedient to its designs and to halt the spread of liberating 
processes. 


within the tramework of imperialism's global Stratery, the Arab rerion 
occupies a principal position because it contains the la: gest oil 

reserves which supply the capitalist markets. This factor ics of special 
liijportance for the future of the system, particularly in this time of 
profound crisis and because of this region's Strategic geographic position 
which serves as a link between Asia, Africa and Europe.

liberation and to tan sectarian religious and nationalist conflicts Lo 
liaw attention away trom the basic problems. 


[his has been the objective behind the creation ot 
states based on sectarian and racist peinciples, such as the creation ol 
the Zionist tate of Israel within the Arab nation which led to the 
foreed expulsion ot the Palestinians from their homeland and to Israel's 
wars of invasion and expansion--which received direct or indirect 
assistance from the imperialist states--against the Arab nations tightin 
for theit Liberation. 


Within the context of imperialism's global strategy tor the Middle East, 
we Cal see imperialism's threats to occupy the oil fields, the mobiliza- 
rion ot its fleet in the area and the so-called "Security plans" for the 
Persian Guilt, its threat against Democratic Yemen and its efforts to 
have unifteation with the north fail, as well as the military support 
vwiven by Sadat to Oman and the Sudan and to Morocco against Alreria and 
the Saharan patriots. In other words, the imperialists try to take 
advantage of all the conflicts involving the parties opposed to the Camp 
David Accords so that they will not join efforts. 


Imperialism, Israel and Sadat have concentrated thei: offensive in Lebanon 
to obtain the second Link in the chain of the Camp David Accords. Their 
objective is to exterminate Palestinian resistance because their 
resistance is at the core of the Middle East probiei and is the main point 
of contention between imperialism and the Arab nativous. At the same time, 
these groups altack the National Lebanese Movemen' and tneir alliance 
with the Palestinian revolution because they are s.;. .ficant obstacles to 
the realization of their strategic plans. 


liperialism's regional strategy for the Middle East i. closely tied to 
that directed at South Africa and the South Atlantic. Both areas are 

part of the so-called petroleum route which after lea’ ing the Arabian Sea 
goes through the Indian Ocean, around the Cape of Goow Hope and from there 
on to the United States or Western Europe. 


luperialist plans consider South Africa vital to th securing and 
implementation of a strategy for the southern hemisphere. This is why 
they have reenforced the military power, especially the naval capability, 
of the nation supporting, apartheid. South Africa claims to have become 

a center that is vital to western defense as far as military prepared- 
1ess and communications in the southern oceans are concerned. 


south Africa, therefore, is the imperialist policeman of the region and 
it has extended its domination not only over the African peopie of South 
Aftica--in a typical case of internal colonialism--but also over Namibia 
and Zimbabwe, 
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following the failure of Vai bias Ladepende: e biiy LEP l hat bis atid 1 
puppets blamed the SWAPO [South-We t Atricanh People’ Or gal ivatron/ fo!

As tor Latin America, the Pentaron and the Goverment of the United 
States consider it to be the nucleus of their global strategy. The 
United States pursues a total policy in that continent which combines 
cconomic, political and military factors. On behalf of its structures, 
the United States Government questions or sees a threat to its "security" 
ii the steps taken by the people of Latin America and the Caribbean 
towards economic, political and social self-determination. The planners 
of imperialism's global strategy describe the American continent as an 
enormous Mass extending from pole to pole anchored between two oceans 
Which constitutes the internal security belt for the United States. On 
the basis of this the two primary instruments of their much flaunted 
"Pan-Americanism" were established: the Rio de Janeiro Treaty and the 
TIAR military treaty on which the Inter-American Defense Council is based. 





Imperialism’s Direct Responsibility for Colonialism, Neocolonialism and 
the Installation and Maintenance of Fascist, Zionist and Racist Regimes 


fhe people ot Africa and Latin America, joined together by historical 
and cultural ties, are also united by their true Liberation struggle 
arainst a conmuaon imperialist enemy to whom the people of both continents 
owe their underdevelopment with its concomitant tragedy of hunger, 
illiteracy and illness. 


Imperialist domination places on the nations of both continents unbearable 
purdens of plundered resources, ruined national industries, economic 
listortions, permanent balance of payments deficits, low wages, cronic 
unemployment, “rowing inequality, technological backwardness, inadequate 
food supplies, widespread illiteracy, massive health problems, high 
mortality rate, social slavery, racial discrimination, political instability, 
widening class differences and criminal violence as the essence of power, 
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Zionist and racist regimes which guarantee the subjugation of the peopl: 
so that the flow of riches from these countries is not interrupted o7 
stopped.

It is well-known that South Africa produces one-third ot the capitalist 
world's prod iction of iranium. Diamonds account ior Y¥0 percenl of 1 
production, goid accounts for 60 percent fol'owed by the rich deposits oft 
piatinum ore, copper, chrome, nickel, titaniiun, iton, tin, magnesium, 
antimony, phosphates, coal and so forth. 


These ftigures explain why John Farrel, president of Farrel Lines, said 
at one times The United States will never boycott the Republic of South 
Africa because this country has many friends in North America, especial! 
in business circles. At the same time the president of General Motors 
saids We have been there (South Africa) tor a lone time and we intend 
to stay for over 50 years. 


As a result ot the exploitation of black workers, who are deprived of an 
jocial benefits, the dividends from capital invested in South Africa ar 
two and one-half times preater than in the United States. This is wh 
the convention on the punishment of genocide adopted by the United 
Nations 30 years ago, the International Agreement on Civil and Political 
Rights, the International Agreement on Economic, vcocial and Cultural 
Rights and a host of other similar conventions have not been ratified | 
the United States. This allows them, on the one hand, to kee | 
thousands of South Africans without rights and exploited in their own 
country and, on the other, to receive the benefits from the exploitatio: 
of the people of Asia, Africa and Latin America through colonialism, 
neocolonialism, oppression, racism and apartheid.

her with the Gabe issile. An tmportant element in Israeli-South 
African Cooperation has beer the contributions made by expert: in 
coOunteringurgency techniques and on sotistir ated weaponry. 


Tel Aviv is supplying the raciets with direct assistance in training 
aboteurs and spies for activitie aeainest African nations. Some time ago 
the DALLY TELEGRAPH correspondent tn Johannesburg reported that Israeli 
otticiale were implicated in South Africa's plans to invade Angola. It 

has also been reported that lerael' mercenaries operate inside South 
Africa against the SWAPO in Namibia 


lstaei’s policeman role extends from the Arab nations down to South 
Atrica. Payments of neariy 910 million from the CIA have been made 
regularly to the Israeli intelligence service to be administered and 
distributed by theprime minister. In early 1960 CIA funds were used-- 
funneled through Lsrael--to overthrow Lumunba's legally constituted 
goverment. in 1973 INTERNATIONAL AFFAIRS magazine noted that without 
foreign aid Israel could not have armed itself on the scale that it ha: 
much Less export weapons to other countries. 


Sinee the UN embarezo on weapon sales to South Africa and because of the 
pressure {from progtessive countries, it has been difficult for deve loped 
Capitalist nations to openly geil weapons to South Africa. Today, however, 
they use third countries to distribute weapons and in this respect Israe) 
has played an important role. Thus the arrival of U.S. Bell 205 helicopte 
in Rhodesia via Israel and Singapore was confirmed on 14 December 1978 

by & mMilitaty spokesman in Salisbury. The Rhodesian attack on refugee 
camps in Zimbabwe and efforts to assassinate Joshua Nkomo in April of thi 
year were perpetrated by Israeli commandos. 


The Israel-Latin American and Israel-South Africa trade in military aid 


completes a triangle with the South Atrican=-Latin American connection.

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Relations between the minority regimes of South Africa and Israel hav 
jeep historical and ideological roots. General Smuts, minister of defense 
in the union government, was one of the principal architects of the 
Aalfour Declaration on the establishment of a Jewish homeland in Palestine. 
the National Labor coalition wholeheartedly supported the creation of o 
jewish homeland and adopted a resolution to that effect in 1926. In the 
United Nations South Africa actively « ipported the division of Palestine 
and when the Nationalist Party gained power in 1948 one of its first 
actions was to reopenivzve the newly created ttate of Israel, 


ihe rapid growth of cooperation between the apartheid regime and the 
Zionist government reached a peak in 1976 when then South African Prim 
Minister J.B. Vorster visited Israel and signed a treaty of economix ’ 
scientific and industrial cooperation between the two nations. 

South Africa + Neavils dependent on foreien trade and its ty) ide with 
istael has increased to guch a p ort that the Zionist state is om ' it 


main clients. [t is estimated that Israeli sales to south Africa in 19h] 
wili exceed a billion rand, 
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youth Afttiean and israeli leaders trequently say that the economier of 

toe two nations are complementary and that each one's potent jal can best 
be realdived by partneruhip agreements between the two nations. The 
israeli commercial attache in South Africa recently said that South Attica 
han the eheap labor that Lerael needs, In this way Israel, like all 

other developed capitalist countries, benefits from the extensive 
exploitation of cheap Atrican labor and is interested in the perpetuation 
of the system of apartheid. 


Kecently, Israel has expressed an interest in investing in the Bantu 
homelands as a means of obtaining an abundant and cheap supply of labor 
and to promote the modelof a Bantu homeland as envisioned by the 

racist South African repime. An influential Israeli daily has suggested 
that Israel wight help to develop the African preserves by making 
available its modern agricultural technology and its technology tor 
erosion control. In April 1976 an Israeli delegation attended a 
symposium held in Umtata, the capital of the Transkei Bantu preserve, 
sponsored by the African Association of Foreign Affairs. 


Israe! manufactures semiprocessed goods from South Africa which it then 
exports to those countries who have imposed an economic boycott of 
South Atrica. For example, South African textiles, chemical products 
and fertilizers are manufactured in Israel and exported to Africa ond 
other countries. 


Economic cooperation between South Africa and Israel prevents the 
destruction of apartheid and the construction of a democratic society 
that is free from racism and oppression. 


Tt was in 1973 when Israel concentrated its efforts in Latin America, a 
step which gave it economic breathing room and politically helped it to 
break out of its international isolation. However, this does not mean 
that [sraeli activity in Latin America began late since it had been 
present for many years. 


Since that time Israeli activity in Latin America has intensified and 
reached unprecedented levels in recent years as a result of favorable 
conditions such as the strong interrelation between Zionism and some 
U.S. monopolies on this continent. 


rhe representatives of these monopolies hold top posts in Zionist 
organizations in the United States and they are influential in Latin 
American trade circles and in the mass communication media. 


Thus Zionist activity has rested primarily on U.S. imperialism's total 
hegemony, both economic and political, over the majority of the nations 
on the continent and, in addition, it has taken advantage of the 
existence of Zionist communities in some Latin American countries.

Recently the Bolivian daily AQUI deseribed the country as “South Ateree' 
ew colony,” in referring Lo the arrival of racist settiers in Bolivia 
although Bolivia's new povernwent denied their arrival. Other South 
Anern can countries, either voluntarily or as a result of penetration, 
still maintain economic, diplomatic, political and military ties with the 
racist repime., 


fhe Struggle of the People Against Fascism, Apartheid and Zionis: 

The ties between these countr ies are Ln response ‘so the intensi! AL ion 
of the peopie' , str age, le Lo i ree the ise@lves trom fascism, Zion) ot | rriet 
apartheid. The tyrannical regimes conspire to repress the growinp 
popular strupgele. 

That is why the people and liberation movements denounce these ti: uid 
redouble theit eflotts. They are aware that the only way to achie 
peace, security and progress is to uproot the regimes which discriminate, 


exploit and oppress with the support of imperialism which has inetitu 
tionalized then, 


In Latin America, for example, while imperialism and its minor partner: 
were able to delay the people's revolutionary and liberating process- 
which suffered serious blows--the United State's objectives of stoppin 
once and for all the struggles on the subcontinent failed resoundinrly 
and today we see the emergence of a new popular and democratic of tensive 
whose most formidable victory is the victory of the Sandinists in 
Nicaragua who overthrew Somoza's bioody dictatorship, the old 
tyrannical dynasty in the Americas. 


The fascist dictatorships of the Southern Cone, which threatened t- 
spread to the entire continent, today find themselves isolated inter 
nationally and their acts of ageression have been essentially neutralized 
ay the people take the offensive. South America has been shaken by the 

“real struggles in Bolivia which, after having assumed different for: 
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deteated Banver's regime anu today they defend their democratic gains 
from the attacks of the ceact!onary forees and imperialism, Brazil, 
involved in a complex process that is plagued by count less strikes and 
the mobilization of the workers, is witnessing many changes which have 
led to the return of thousands ot political exiles and to a resumption of 
civil activities. Workers strikes, demands tor liberty, the circulation 
of Clandestine publications, continued pronouncements from all political 
sectors demanding freedom, the tavolvement of the church with the people, 
the spread of the anti-dictatorial protests are all symptoms of the 
ytowing mobilization of the people in Chile and Uruguay where, neverthe- 
less, repression is still practiced, an indication of the weakness of 
the dictatorships which lack the support of the masses and are forced 

io resort to violence ‘o remain in power. 


In recent months other countries in Latin America have been advocates of 
important gains. Panama achieved sovereignty over the canal although it 
continues to work for the withdrawal of all U.S. troops from the zone. 
Grenada shook itself free from the domination of a pro-imperialist tyranny 
and tor the first time the reigns of power are in the hands of the people. 


Latin America is the seene of different Kinds of battles all designed to 
throw off the colonial and neeoolonial yoke and to attain full sovereignty. 
The people of El Salvador have engaged in heroic actions against the 
facist dictatorship and today they pursue a struggle for an authentic 
popular government. In Guatemala the bioody confrontation with the 
pro-imperialist dictatorship continues. The workers of Peru and Colombia 
have mobilized the masses and combined their demands with the detense of 
freedoms and sovereieanty in their platform. In Ecuador the people are 
determined to establish democracy as the proper forum for making new 
social and economic gains. 


In Puerto Rico pro-tndependence sentiments are growing as the nation 
celebrates the recent release of four patriots who spent over 25 years in 
a U.S. jail but repression continues. The fight against U.S. domination 
in Puerto Rico has not waned even though there stil) are efforts to keep 
the island as a colony so that it can be used as a base of aggression 
against all the people of the Americas and the Caribbean in particular. 


In many parts of Africa,where for centuries the people were nothing more 
than a product on the imperialist market, encouraging political and socio- 
economic revolutionary changes are taking place. One after another the 
people of Africa have risen up in arms against the anachronistic social 
order imposed on them by international obscurantist and reactionary forces 





Angola, Mozambique, Guinea-Bissau, Ethiopia, the People's Republic of the 
Congo and Benin, among others, have established revolutionary governments 
which have taken control of their human and material resources. 





The revolutionary climate in South Africa is aimed at the destruction of 
of facitsm, neocolonialism and racism. The efforts, sacrifices and 


convictions of the African fighters and the masses today are having 
formidable success, 
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For their part, the oppressed people of South Africa have taken the 
initiative and are waging @ heroic fight agalust the cecist revsme on 

all fronts. There are news reports of workers strikes ind demonstrations 
in various companies and actions by the people against © e@ institutions of 
oppression. 


At the game time, in the Middle East the frontal struggle against imperial- 
fem, Zionism and reactionary fturces fucuses on the detenso of the 
Palestinean cause and on the rejection of the Camp David Accords. In 
Labanon it focuses on the position of the masses *nd the progressive 
Lebanese Movevent againic the attacks of Zionis’s re. ionary orces 
and on the Egyptian people themselves in the face -f Sadat Lreason. 


Conclusions 


The struggle in Africa, America an che Middle Ea: had + conmon orig: : 
in colonialism, at present they are being wagaed gainre’ a © onron enemy 
and, therefore, all revolutionaries are uniteJ/ in the fight | .ainst

FRONDIZI LSSULS DOCUMENT FOLLOWING MEETING WITH HAROULNDEGUY 


fuenos Aires CLARIN in Spanish 24 Sep 80 pp 4, 59 


(fext] Former President Dr Arturo Frondizi, head of MI) [lot gration and 
Development Movement], yesterday called for "a ba. change in policy’ 
in terms of both "economic and social direction" and progress "towards 


the unrestricted democratic participation of the people." 


As he was being received by Interior Minister Maj Gen Albano Eduardo 
Harguindeguy in another round of the political dialog, Dr Frondizi 
explained that such a change "will consolidate the peace we have 
acheived." 


A summary of the former president's statement was distributed shortly 
after the meeting by his secretary, Miss Olga Hechem. 


Political Dialog 


Dr Frondizi initially pointed out that he had to mention that so far 
the political dialog had not yielded the desired results. The reasons 
for this, he added, were the approach of not getting to the bottom of 
the country's most urgent issues and the policy of excluding a number 
of people, which has made the discussions less representative than 
they should be. 


"In spite of this," he continued, "I have decided to take part in it 
precisely for the purpose of helping to alter this situatior and so 
that this constructive cal. for a dialog can bear fruit." 


Frondizi stated that “to this end, it is essential to cease excluding 
the Peronist Party. This is similar to many other proscriptive 
approaches that have been tried since 1955 and that have always had 
negative consequences for the country by heightening divisions and 
delaying a genuine and definitive political solution. Just as we have 
condemned antimilitarism, which entails a split in Argentine society, 
we cannot but condemn anti-Peronism, which also entails a split. 
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"Peroniam,” he said, “comprises the overwhelming majority of the 
Argentine working class, and nothing can be constructed without its 


input, To this end, an organized dialog with Peronism is unavoidable, 
and the government should renounce its unsuccesstul attempts to divide 
it or to dispense with it and acknowledge the representativity of 


its leaders. Only through an across-the-board dialog and a democratic 
process tree trom bans will we be able to determine the role that each 
party and each leader ought to be assigned." 


Maneuvering Room 


The former president went on to say that "we should bear in mind as a 
starting point for any analysis that the Armed Forces Government is 
having serious problems and enjoys appreciably narrower maneuvering 
room than in March 1976, though it is still considerable. I should 
also point out that this maneuvering room is based on two elements: 

a) having restored law and order by eradicating subversion, and b) 
the nation's continued impression that the Armed Forces are an 
indispensable ingredient of national unity and that this unity should 
not be splintered. 


"There is universal recognition of the efforts and sacrifices that 
have been made to eradicate subversion, and the notion that there 
must be a bridge between the people and the Armed Forces is quite 
widespread, although there are shades of opinion and opposing views. 
These views span a wide range, from the very few whose answer to 
problems is to revert to the anachronistic stands of democratic 
liberaliom and the left wing, which want to separate the people from 
the Armed Forces, to the many who are beset with doubts as to the 
feasibility of preserving unity under the conditions of the current 
power structure and the current political approach. But, I stress, 
these are two powerful factors, and the government's maneuvering room, 
though narrower, is not to be underestimated. 


"As is always the case in politics, the government's maneuvering room 
is not unconditional. There is a powerful conditioning factor: the 
economic policy that is hurting the nation's basic classes and 

sectors. There is an ever-increasing awareness that the sacrifices 
that the country is making are not conducive to a resolution of our 
problems nor to the creation of a solid groundwork for democracy. On 
the contrary, economic policy is seen and felt as a factor that does 
material harm to the nation and that simultaneously darkens the 
prospects for a political solution in keeping with our national destiny. 


"This is, in particular, the view of those of us who believe firmly in 
democracy but who do not idolize its formal requirements," he added, 
inasmuch as "to us the issue of economic policy is f ndamental. This 
is what at the moment is really jeopardizing democracy and political 
and social freedom, not to mention the risks that it entails for 
national conditions. 
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"The tree e:pression of the will of the people cannot coexiat with 

a national wodel based on excluding from the market a sizable portion 
of the population, This representa a deterioration in the living 
conditions achieved by vast strata of the population over the nation's 
history, and it locks the country's economy into a circuit in which 
decisionmaking will be increasingly divorced from the will and the 
goals of Argentines." 


[ncompat ible Model 

Frondizi recalled that on "many occasions I have p: >licly analyzed 

the nation's economic policy, with sincerity and wiih the conviction 
that Il was performing a service for the Armed Forces and for the nation. 


L will endeavor to summarize those views later, bul now the importen! 
thing is to underscore the major political inplicstions of this policy, 


"As time goes by," he said, "the Armed Forces are becoming committed 
to an economic model that is incompatible, at the very least, with the 
existence of 27 million Argentines. This is not the time to assess 
subjective factors: the way in which the members of the Armed Forces 
visualize the model, or how they are thought of by those who allow 
themselves to be won over by a pernicious outbreak of antimilitarism. 
What matters here is that the Armed Forces are running the government 
and that their economic policy is objectively and essentially 
incompatible with the Argentine people.” 


The head of the MID explained that “the incompatibility that I have 
just been talking about is from one standpoint a conjecture as to the 
ultimate failure of the current program, because I take it for granted 
that the Argentine nation will not allow itself to be placed on the 
Procrustean bed of that economic model. But in any case, these 
political consequences are occurring and could occur in an even more 
complex and troublesome manner. A rejection of the model could be 
traumatic for the relationship between the Armed Forces and the people, 
and this could only bring us further anxieties. 


"We are the harshest critics of current economic policy," he said, "but 
we do not want the current process to end up another failure. We want 
the transition from military to civilian power to ultimately result in 
a stable democracy and an unblemished relationship between the people 
and the Armed Forces, but the current economic policy conspires against 
this. 


"Why," Dr Frondizi asks, “is this objectively the case with the current 
economic policy? This question is answered, in my judgment, in the 
documents and public statements that we have issued. Nonetheless, 

I should reiterate here that its shortcomings involve neither details 
nor implementation; they are fundamental shortcomings, and the key to 
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them is the so-called opening up of the economy, which has been under- 
taken without first eliminating the structural causes of the crisis 
and ot the weakening of the nation's productive forces, 


"Our country's crisis and inflation stem from the (act that our 
production apparatus, marked by the characteristics of underdevelopment, 
does not generate the goods and services required by society, while 

the public sector, as part of this structural distortion, is oversized 
and skews the functioning of the entire economic chain. By not 
eliminating these conditioning factors, current economic policy is 
subjecting our businessmen and workers to impossible competition with 
imports. 





‘Lt is impossible because production costs hinge on variables that are 
beyond the control of our businessmen and workers. The problem is 

one of efficiency, but of the economy as a whole, not of our producers, 
and it is made worse because imports are subsidized by a totally 
artificial exchange rate, The result, which is the aim of the model, 
is the drying up of sources of production and jobs and declining 

living standards for vast segments of the population. The model could 
not operate without inflicting this damage and without then blunting 
the country's capacity to react politically." 


Failure 


Dr Frondizi continued by explaining that "the failure of the current 
economic policy is becoming obvious in terms of its most immediate 
goals: inflation is still out of control, although it is kept down 
statistically by the overstated exchange rate, by politically set 
rates and by keeping real wages far below the traditional average; the 
level of economic activity is declining, consistent with the nature 

of the model; the per capita gross domestic product is below the 1974 
level; various production sectors and regions in the interior are 
particularly hard hit by recession; unemployment is concealed not only 
in the form of government jobs but also in the form of worker 
emigration, while many blue-collar workers have left their wage-earning 
jobs in modern factories and gone out on their own, which is at odds 
with the principle of overall economic efficiency; joblessness is 
becoming manifest in the sectors most vulnerable to recession; real 
wages have fallen to levels that entail social risks and that have 
triggered drops in the populace's general standard of living, which 
can be seen in the low rate of school attendance and in symptoms of 
poor public health; the public sector deficit remains unchanged, since 
it cannot be altered by changes in accounting methods, and the foreign 
sector, for which the country created at a high cost a safety cushi: 1 
of international reserves, is having serious problems with a current 
account deficit and risky short-term debts." 
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MID Propo: a! 


The head of the MID said that "the situation created by the curren! 
policy ia extremely serious and will prow more serious with the 
recent measures designed to insure ifs survival beyond March 194) 
Nevertheless, if there is a change of policy, not just wen, @ solution 
can be found, 





"In my judgweat,"” he continued, “such a eolution ~ vet be based on the 
following guidelines 


"a) Keonomic policy must be based on expanding the domestic produ tion 
and consumption market, while providing an appro, sate level of 
protection; 


"b) The exchange rate, prices and rates must bo aade realistic; woper muet 
be kept current, and labor union contracts must be put into effect 
again; 


"e) The public sector of the economy must be overhauled and stream 
lined, 


"d) A wideranging investment program must be undertaken in key sec to: 
of the economy so that the country can move towards development whl: 
soaking up available manpower from the public sector and while Cabin, 
care of short-term problems." 


Frondizi felt that "the key to this policy was that the measures should 
be adopted simultaneously and in coordinated fashion, Adjusting the 
exchange rate, prices and rates would complicate the picture if adopted 
ae an isolated measure; moreover, it would be short-lived. Putting 
the public sector on a sound footing would trigger unemployment without 
an expansion of economic and the investment program, which in turn 
means that the state would have to cut down on the amount of funds that 
it now absorbs. As I said, the situation is difficult, but if a 

policy like thie were pursued consistently and vigorously, it would 

Lift the country out of its crisis and mobilize its enormous potential." 


Education Policy 


He then said that “this change in basic policy is also indispensal|: 
because the current policy affects other extremely important areas of 
national life. The current education policy is a failure because it 
is a reflection of the basic policy in the sphere of education. Thus, 
worsening conditions at the three levels of education, increasing 
shortages of material resources, the absence of educational guidelines 
conceived in terms of major national goals, repression and a lack of 
freedom are consistent with an economic policy that prompts tensions 
and social discontent."

The former president etated that “in my judgment, courses of political 
action should be analyzed as they apply to altering the basic 
orientation, We must act without election-induced haste, which could 
cause the same basic policy to continue under a different institutional 
guise, and at the same time without passivity in the face of a 
deteriorating economic and social situation, which could Later push 

us towarde talse solutions. I am not in favor of ‘phased-in' 
solutions. | am proposing a change in the basic policy and, at the 
same time, the startup of the process of reetoring democracy and 

the sovereignty of the people. 


"To be more specific, let me say that just ae |} do not agree that 

the current economic and social policy should be maintained, neither 
do 1 share the idea that the military government must merely administer 
the crisis and hasten an electoral solution. The underlying issues 
have to be dealt with simultaneously: a change in economic policy and 
reinstating a genuine, not pro forma democratic process. It is 
imperative that basic decisions on a change of course not be delayed." 


He went on to state that “these steps must be taken simul taneously 
because of the issues at stake and because now that the Armed Forces 
has been victorious in the war against subversion and reestablished 
law and order, there is no reason why we cannot move towards a full- 
fledged state of Law and a representative democracy, which is an 
essential part of our constitutional existence. But at the same time, 
they should be taken simultaneously because this would be conducive 

to @ change of leadership personnel and political practices. 


"A discussion of our underlying economic and social problems," he 
added, “fosters the development of leaders who are truly in touch with 
the grass roots and their probleme, shatters ideological microclimates 
and breaks up the upper echelons that survive on the basis of election- 
eering or promises Such changes are 4 matter of basic policy; it 
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is @ Mistake fo believe that thie can be achieved just through proper 
lawe, 4 system of ineligibilities or akillful political bargaining,” 


Trade Union Normalization 


Frondigi then asserted that “a change in underlying policy entails a 
normalization and liberalization of union aetivity by workers and 
employers. in the case of union organization, we must reestabliah 
the principle of the unity of the Labor movement se 4 basis for a 
rational unfolding of labor relations and ae one .. ‘he underpinnings 
of national unity, 


“This if important because fees rictions on union ac .ivities and the 
ability to atomize the labor movement are conducive co the workings o' 
an economic model like the present one. Every saleguard should be 
taken to insure that the organisations are repress cat ve, but they 
must be given unity and strength. What happened recently in Poland 

ie highly inatructive: the Polich Covernment, which is marked by a 
heavy concentration of power, hase given consideration to worker 
demands and has allowed them to organize and band together ase they 

see fit. If we want to build a just society that is conetantly moving 
forward, we cannot resort in Argentina to the kind of coercion that 
Poland hae abandoned. 


"The social situation in Argentina shows clear-cut signe of reactions 
in various sectors and regione. The recent protest strike by 
producers and community leaders in Uco Valley in Mendoza exemplifies 
this, not just because it was 4 genuine, articulate protest but also 
because it was merely the manifestation of a ground swell developing 
throughout the country. Thus, on top of what | said about labor 
organizations, the government must pay attention to organizations ot 
industrialists, farmers, merchants and professionals. 


"These protests and opiniones are to be feared only by those who are 
committed to the economic model, not the country. As long as they 
are squelched and repressed, they will not give rise to conflicts 
impairing national unity. These are legitimate problems, and this is 
a reaction against an economic and social policy that works against 
workers, businessmen, professionals and all vital sectors alike. If 
they are heeded, the truth will triumph and the country will be the 
vinner.” 





Political Normalization 


Frondizi noted that "parallel to this we must normalize party activity 
and open the political debate. in this regard, it is essential that 
the country not return to bane. Lf we want national unity and are 
willing to change underlying policy, as current conditions advise, 

we should not fear such a debate. It will be unavoidably beneficial 
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because a8 ! said previously, truly representative leaders will be 
brouwht to the fore by the sheer force of events within the context 
of an overall expaneion of sox iety, 


"Pear or mietruat of grass root forces muet never be the atarting 
point for a political overhaul in Argentina; on the contrary, they 
embody the strongest defenae of the essence of our nationhood,” he 
added. 


State of Law 


"To round out thie move towards major national objectives,” he then 
said, “we have to eliminate all of the emergency measures that were 
justified in the struggle against subversion and to fully reestablish 
the guarantees and treedoms of our legal system, The government must 
clarify the statue of detained and missing persons in 4 way that once 
and for all heals the wounds that still remain open, 


"To thie end,” he stressed, “we must give everyone the chance to exer- 
ciee hie right of defense and, at the same time, allay the concerne 

of the family members of missing persons. We must banish the use of 
repression, which under the current circumstances, instead of 
consolidating the victory over subversion, would serve only to conceal 
problems and fuel resentments, encouraging renewed outbreaks of a 
Situation that the country does not wish to experience again. 


"In addition,” he etated, “the government must order the release of 
political prisoners who have not had charges filed against them or 
whoee trial has been unjustifiably delayed for political, not Legal 
reasons, such ae former President Mre Marie Estela Martinez de Peron. 
Rectifying these irregularities will, in addition to administering 
strict justice, help to pacify the nation,” 


In-Depth Change 


"To summarize,” he concluded, “a change in underlying policy will 
consolidate the peace we have achieved; strengthen Argentina's national 
condition; open prospects for social well-being, as well ae new 
possibilities for education and the creative freedom of Argentines; 
enable the country to command prestige and steadily growing influence 
on the international level, and on an institutional level lend stability 
and solidity to our democracy. It must not be a partial change; it 
must comprise, simultaneously, the current economic and social policy 
along with the full reestablishment of a state of law and progress 
towards the unrestricted democratic participation of the people in 
setting the direction for our republic."

OFFICIALS COUNTER STEP<UP IN POLITICAL, ACTIVITIES

[Text| "I think that the government hae indeed toughened ite stance," 
Deolindo Felipe Bittel, the acting head of the National Council of the 
Peronist Party, told the presse upon returning to the Atlantic Hotel, 
where he ia lodged during hie stay in Buenos Aires, after having been 
invited to appear at the Political Order Division of the Federal 
Police for questioning. 


The former governor of Chaco reported that at 0915 hours yesterday a 
Political Order officer "named Richardone or Ricardone" showed up at 
the hotel, located in zone '!!, and asked Bittel to accompany him 
to the Central Police Department. 


He also related that once there he had to wait a long time for Police 
Inepector Robles, the head of Political Order, to arrive. During 
their talk he wae asked to clarify what he knew about a press release 
reporting the arrest and mistreatment of Adrian Farina, a leader of 
the Peronist Youth of the Argentine Republic (JPRA). Bittel stated 
that he had learne’ of the release when he read it last Saturday in 
the morning paper CLARIN. He aleo said that he did not know Farina. 


Separately, Bittel disclosed that he had received a phone call from 
Tucuman notifying him that the scheduled activities during a swing 
that he was preparing to make through Tucuman and Salta hac been 
suspended by police order. 


Another interpretation commented on in several political circles linked 
these episodes with a previous development: the Federal Police communique 
containing certain juicy details in connection with a declaration 
signed by Peronist, Radical, Christian Democrat, Unified Socialist, 
Intransigent, Popular Socialist and Communist leaders, announcing the 
disappearance of two high-level Paraguayan Commnist Party leaders. 


The police clarification, which prompted a reply from the parties 
concerned, and the talk with Bittel documented the Federal Police's 
and, therefore, the Interior Ministry's decision to prevent a 
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proliferation of unfounded reports that might tarnish the institution's 
image by attempting to implicate it in nonexistent incidents or 
incidents with which it hae absolutely nothing to do, 


In thie regard, iate that afternoon the Federal Police released a 
communique that reads; "In light of press reports concerning the 
detention of political leader Deolindo Felipe Bittel, the Argentine 
Feders! Police wishes to report the following: 





‘Mr Bittel was at no time being detained, He was summoned only to 
provide details regarding a so-called detention report attributed to 
him and pubiished by a morning paper on the 20th of thie month, 





"With regard to this report, Mr Bitte! said that he had no knowledge 
of anything connected with it." 


Former La Rioja Governor in Formosa 


Naturally, what happened with Bittel was linked with the detention of 
former La Rioja Governo: Carlos Menem, who was detained several days 
ago, placed in the custody of the National Executive Branch and 
transferred to Las Lomitas, Formosa on "parole" status. 


Menem, charged under the Institutional Responsibility Act, had been 
engaged in intensive activities and had made frequent statements to 
the press that officials allegedly judged incompatible with his legal 
status. The former La Rioja governor was also the head of the 
organizing committee of the recently banned National Congress for the 
Release of Isabel Peron, to whose promotional group Farina has also 
been Linked. 


What happened to Menem prompted a habeas corpus petition by attorney 
Hugo Amilcar Grinberg and a press release signed, according to NA, 
by a group of "Peronist intellectuals": Jose Maria Rosa, Fermin 
Chavez, Miguel Unamuno, Jose Maria Castineira de Dios, Luis Alberto 
Murray and Osvaldo Guglielmino. 


Radicals Denied Permit 


The “toughened stance" noticed by politicians has also allegedly 
affected the UCR [Radical Civic Union], because the Cordoba Government 
decided to revoke the permit that it had granted for a meeting 

of the provincial UCR scheduled for last weekend in Carlos Paz. 


The Cordoba Radicals wanted to take up the wideranging issue of their 
relations with other sectors. The four items on the agenda consisted 
of an analysis of UCR relations with the Armed Forces, with other 
radical parties, with other political parties in general and, lastly, 
with business and union forces. 
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The text of the government ban explaing that "in Light of the wide press 
coverage given the event" it had decided to revoke authorization because 
"there are clear indications that it would violate the provisions 
expressly prohibiting political party activities." 


Certain political gatherings speculated last night that recent devel- 
opments were in one way or another broached during the morning meeting 
between President Videla and Interior Minister Maj Gen Albano Eduardo 
Harguindeguy. 


Conjectures stem from the fact that the official cownunique concerniny 
the meeting stated that Harguindeguy had told Videla "about the 
nounting activities of political party groups, whic: are endeavorinuy 
to hold congresses, meetings, gatherings, etc, in violation of current 
law,"

"During such a suspension,” one of the paragraphs in the communique 
states, “the president of the republic cannot convict of his own 
accord or impose penalties. In the case of individuals, his power is 
limited to arresting them or transferring them from one location in 


the country to another, if they prefer not to leave Argentine territory." 


The Interior Ministry did not clarify whether Menem would be quartered 
at a military unit in Las Lomitas or whether he would reside in 
private housing but subject to a ban on leaving this town in Formosa 
without prior clearance. 


Background 


In the wake of 24 March 1976, Menem, along with 34 other officials of 
the previous government, was arraigned under the Institutional 
Responsibility Act, which stripped him of political rights and the 
right to hold public office. 
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it wae also ordered at the time that he could not claim his possessions 
until he clarified their legitimacy; this situation was resolved in 

his favor in November 1979 by the National Commission for lat rimonial 
esponsthility. COONAREPA), 


After the fall of the Peroniet government, Menem was detained first on 
the ship "33 Orientales" and then at the Magdalena military jail. 


Ln August 1978 he was put on parole and Lived first in Mar del Plata 
and then in Tandil in Buenos Aires Province. 


lic was removed from the custody of the National Executive Branch and 
relessed on 30 January of thie year, although he was still subject 
to the Institutional Responsibility Act. 


This past 22 August, Monem testified in Parana Federal Court in 
connection with the prosecution of an alleged violation of Law 21,323, 
which bans political activities throughout the nation.

"LA PRENSA' QUESTIONS APPOINTMENT OF CHURCH ADVISERS TO TV

[Editorial: "“Eeclesiastic Advisers for TV") 


[Text] It isn't easy to understand the reasons behind the 
recent decision made by the Ministry of Public information 
requesting the metropolitan archbishopric to appoint church 
advisors for the four television channels--all official--in 
the capital city. 


According to the information released, this request, which 
was later formalized, has come about because of “various 
problems and situations which have arisen about the appear- 
ance of church personnel in television programs, and about 
the contents of some programs which touched on moral and 
religious issues." The duties of these advisors, who will 
work with the management of each station, will consist of 
guiding and advising on religious and moral matters with 
reference to programs in general, and also supervising all 
programs which specifically deal with religious issues. 
They will also give their approval for the appearance of 
members of the clergy and of religious men and women on 
television programs, and will periodically inform the arch- 
bishop about the work they are doing. 


These advisors have been working on a_ semiofficial basis 
since last June, so what has now been done is simply making 
their assignments official. We do have a number of reser- 
vations about this, which we will now point out. 


In the first place, their advisory duties are too broad, 
Since from what we have seen, there is no television pro- 
gram--whether film, television drama, news, interviews, or 
roundtable discussions--that has no connection with problems 
of a moral nature. In that way, the advisors appointed 
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would become watchdogs for almost every program televised 
by the channel at which they work. 


In the second place, the specific supervision assi jned them 
in the segments allotted to religious topics entails a sort 
of possible censorship over these shows, which is incompati-~ 
ble with the freedom of opinion that should prevail in the 
media. We know only too well the official weight that is 
brought to bear on television, as a result of the dependency 
of our television channels on the state, tut this evil, 
which will have to be corrected one day, will be made mich 
worse by subjecting television programming to another factor 
alien to it, as this church supervision wiil be, which is 

to be operated directly by the archbishop through the dele- 
gates he chooses to appoint. This new dependency is quite 
obvious as it arises from the very obliga ion that these 
advisors will have to inform the Curia about their activi- 
ties. 


Furthermore, the appearance of members of the clergy on 
television is a matter that the people involved should de- 
cide freely with the television channel that has asked them 
to appear. If the religious way of life requires that the 
clergy must request permission to do so, that is a matter 
thas they should settle with their superiors in the church 
hierarchy. But an ecclesiastical advisor working with the 
management of the station which wishes to obtain their ser- 
vices should not be involved in this decision at all. 


Finally, if any television channel deems it wise to have a 
church advisor, it is free to do so. What is unacceptable 
is for it to give up this option--with the decision made by 
the station management or by the ministry of public informa- 
tion--and agree to have the archbishopric appoint its ad- 
visors. Also, and this is an essential point, the inter- 
vention of a representative of the Catholic hierarchy will 
Cause apprehension and a lack of confidence in persons who 
belong to other religions or who lack any religious convic- 
tions at all. This may lead to public agitation and to con- 
flicts such as those that caused the break in relations be- 
tween our government and the Holy See nearly 100 years ago. 


"Moral material” is not the exclusive province of the 
Catholic Church in our constitutional system, even though 
Our system has given it a favored status, But giving it 
this preferential treatment is alien to the spirit of our 
institutions. Television is a lay, nonsecular, media, and 
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go it can not be reconciled with the participation of the 
archbishopric, even though this may be in an advisory and 
not a decisionmaking capacity, in the creation of its pro- 
gram content, [It is certainly bad enough for the state to 
run television, but it would be much worse if it were to 
abdicate its powers or to share them improperly.

MIDDLE PARANA PROJECT TERMED IMPORTANT IN REGIONAL | ALANCE

(Text] Santa Fe -- About 700 people are working here on basic 
research for the project that will make possible the full 
development of the southern lock of the middle section of 

the Parana River. This is a huge project that will affect 
not just the river shore, but also the rest of the strategic 
Plata rivershed. 


This phase immediately precedes the issuing of invitations 
for bids for the completion of the dam, to be constructed in 
the area of the Chapeton islands, 25 kilometers northeast 

of the Hernandarias tunnel under the river, which joins the 
cities of Parana and Santa Fe. 


This development in the southern area of the river was begun 
earlier than the northern section, which is named Machuca 
Cue and is located in Corrientes. Its development was based 
on the results of the preliminary studies conducted, 


The two sections together will supply more hydroelectric 
power than Salto Grande, Yacyreta, and Corpus combined, with 
the added bonus that in this case the power produced will 

be used entirely by Argentina. 


When completed, the project is expected to mean an annual 
savings of 8,000,000 cubic meters of petroleum; it will also 
make the Parana River navigable for ships with a large draft 
as far upstream as 600 kilometers north of the capital of 
Santa Fe province, up to the city of Corrientes. 
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History of the Project 


The starting point for the research on the hydroelectric 
potential of the Middle Parana came with the decree law of 
October 1967, which ordered the state enterprise, Water and 
Electric Power, to schedule "preliminary studies." 


This was begun in depth in 1972 and after 4 years the 
technical and economic feasibility studies were completed. 


Starting in 1976, the Water and Electric Power staff began 

work on plans for the execution of the project, which could 
be completed by next September, according to the engineer, 

Mario Beretta, the project director. 


The Soviet Union has provided technical assistance, both with 
the feasibility study and with the present phase of the pro- 
ject, through about 20 experts on water projects, who are 
employed by the state firm, Technopromexport. 


The two firms signed an agreement in November 1978, which 
covers the consulting work provided for the Chapeton work 
by the Soviet firm which has experience in hydroelectric 


generation in large plains or steppe rivers, such as the 
Parana. 


The Situation Today 


Last Friday work began on earthworks for the 40-meter 
tests, along the Santa Fe shore of the Parana. 


The purpose of this part of the project is to observe the 
behavior of the base and the river waters in this section, 
in order to prepare for the construction on this shore of 
the lateral lock, which includes the southern development 
of Chapeton. 


This lock will extend over 198.9 kilometers, with an average 
elevation of 10.5 meters on solid land and 18.5 meters in 
the island area. 


It is important because it will mean that about half a 
million hectares of land can be reclaimed and used for 
agriculture; today the area is a flood plain and is almost 
uninhabited. 





On the sam dey a seismological station was opened in Santa 
Po province in lielvecia; thie wiil be part of @ vast network 
of aurvey and research stations to be located in the area, 























Number 1 indicates the southern lock or Chapeton, where the 
first plant of the Middle Parana complex will operate. 
Number 2 shows the northern lock or Machuca Cue, the site 
of the second plant. 


Work is now proceeding at 13 camps investigating the 


geology, ecology, hydrometry, and soil mechanics of the 
area. 
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The project has taken 5 million manhours and 25,000 meters 
of drilling have been done. 


‘The Most Expensive Energy’ 


The Middle Parana extends from Paso de los Libres in 
Corrientes to the imaginary line drawn between Parana and 
banta Fe, 


in these 630 kilometers the difference in elevation is only 
‘4 meters and the average flow is 16,000 cubic meters per 
second, 


The preceding figures imply a hydroelectric generating 
otential of 40 billion kilowatts a year, of which 33 
billion can be used by the Middle Parana at full operation, 
through its 6.3 million kilowatts installed at a direct 
cost (with no financing costs included) that is estimated 
to be $7 million, 


The National Energy Plan for 1993-1994 calls for the start 
of operation at the first Chapeton turbine, and for 1996- 
1997, the start of operation at Machuca-Cue. 


Faced with the Brazilian pressure in the northeast, with 25 
dams on the Upper Parana and the completion by 1982 of 12.6 
million kilowatts of installed power at [taipu, the Argen- 
tine plan for the Middle Parana is the only way to achieve 
a regional balance in the future. 


"The most expensive energy is what is not used,” the energy 
specialists often say.

[Text] Minister of Planning Deifim Netto yesterday described the 
hypothesis that Brazil could purchase petroleum from the Soviet Union 
to replace Iraqui oil, whose imports have been cut off due tc the war 
between iraq and [ran, as "a not impossible occurrence." Betore 
accepting the hypothesis, the minister, crushed among the hundreds of 
people who were attending the swearing in of General Costa Cavalcanti 
as president of ELETROBRAS [Brazilian Electric Power Companies, Inc. | 
in Rio, said that PETROBRAS [Brazilian Petroleum Corporations] "with 
long experience in the field of ofl imports," will know what to do in 
that hour of crisis. Later, as he left the site, Delfim declared 
categorically: “There will be no rationing." 


PETROBRAS President Shigeaki Ueki already stated that during the meet ing 
of the National Energy Commission (CNE] several measures were adopted 
aimed at "rationalizing" consumption of petroleum byproducts. He 
explained that he had not participated in the CNE meeting and that those 
results were sent to him by Minister of Mines and Energy Cesar Cals. 

He, in turn, although pressed by newsmen, refused to comment on the 
prospects of a crisis for Brazil resulting from the war between Iraq 

and Iran. Ueki said that measures as to how the "rationalization" will 
be handled will be announced. These measures are aimed at substantially 
reducing the demand for petroleum byproducts. 


In Brasilia, the minister of foreign affairs yesterday confirmed that 

Brazilian Ambassador to Moscow Sizinio Pontes de Nogueira received an 

offer from the government of the Soviet Union to supply 300,000 tons of 
petroleum, the equivalent of 21,000 barrels daily, which would be sold 
on the basis of approximately $33 per barrel. According to the spokesman 
of the minister's office, the proposal was made more or less a week 
before the beginning of the war between Iran and Iraq and Itamaraty 
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immediately forwarded it to PETROBRAS, which will have the final word, 
Unofficially it was said in [tamaraty that at the time the offer did 

not make much of an impression but with the beginning of the war between 
the two petroleum exporters, it ie almost certain that now the subject 
will be viewed from a different angle. 


Collaboration 


"There is no reason for haste nor is there the need to slow down the 
economy," declared Minister of Lnduatry and Commerce Joao Camilo Penna 

in Belo Horizonte yesterday, warning, however, that "if Brazilian society 
does not cooperate with the effort to reduce consumption of petroleum, 
the government will have to move toward rationing sooner." 


Camilo Penna said that the war between [ran and Iraq "did not catch 
Brazil napping but very active in substituting for petroleum byproducts." 
He added that measures already adopted will lead the country to the 
"rationalization and national production of energy supplies," providing 
that society joins in "a deliberate, determined, and mature way in the 
process of containing consumption." 


The board of directors of PETROBRAS is going to meet again today to 
make an evaluation of the Middle East situation. Yesterday, while the 
press office reported that the company received offers of advance ship- 
ments of petroleum by suppliers in Africa and Latin America, those 
responsible for the area of negotiations were unaware of the alleged 
offers. They explained that at this time the market is characterized 
by "a general wait and see attitude." 


Soviet Minister To Visit

[Text] Belo Horizonte--The vice minister for Iron and Steel of the 
Soviet Union, N. A. Tulin, will arrive in the country at the end of the 
week at the head of a scientific mission for a visit of 3 days to 
industrial installations aad the site of the Brazilian Mining and 
Metallurgy Company [CBMM] of the Moreira Salles Group in Araxa.

And the mission in itself makes possible 
that which has been speculated for some time: Before ending hie term 
in office, President Figueiredo may make a visit to Eaet Purope. 
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Greater exports, even manufactured goods, tinanced imports, including 
turbines for hydroelectric powerplants, are the reason for the trip 
being prepared, Two of Delfim's principal advisers are discussing the 
subject with different parties. Minister Jose Botafoggo Goncalves, 
secretary of Economic Coordination and International Technical 
information (SUBIN), who has already served more than 2 yeare in the 
Brazilian embassy in Moscow and who worked with Delfim in the embassy 
in Paria, is one of them. Akihiro Ikeda, his principal economic 
adviger and special secretary for economic affirs, is the other. 


However, clearing the horizon, taking the path and completing the agenda 
is only part of the preliminary decisions to be made for the trip by 
the minister. Another part, as important as this is the removal of 
possible obstacles of "political prejudgements," to the increase in 
commercial relations between the two countries. Delfim does not merely 
want to make a trip. He will only sign the agenda after all initial 
contacts point to sure indications that the results of the mission 

will be at a level and degree that will justify and require the presence 
of the most important minister in the Brazilian economic area in Moscow. 


Reasons For Going 


According to well-placed sources, the ministers of planning, finance 
and foreign affairs have been working on this subject for some time. 

The main aspect opened by the worsening of the trade balance (a growing 
deficit) and, therefore, of the balance of payments, is that of generat- 
ing imports linked to financing, not to epeak of auxiliary lines of 
credit as well as “matched operations" of Brazilian exports. 


With the trip to Japan in November practically confirmed, the first 
estimates of Delfim Netto's voyage takes him to Paris on his return. 
There he should conclude negotiations for financing of equipment for 
PETROBRAS. A week in Tokyo plus 2 more days in Parise should be enough 
because the minister of planning "is not accustomed" to very prolonged 
absences from the country. 


Instead of taking advantage of the itinerary to Tokyo for "a sidetrip" 
to Moscow, Delfim could make a special trip to the Soviet Union. There 
he would count on support located in France itself. The most important 
foreign bank in Paris (Commerce Bank of Northern Europe) is Soviet 
controlled and is headed by the "Red Baron."

As it stands, this trip by Deitim to Moscow is acheduled tor Novenber, 
The replacement of Nauricio Schulmann by Costa Covaleauti as president of 
ELETROBRAS could, however, affect the timetabl: ioe reeeen for thie is 
that Delfim must take for negotiation with the Soviets the "packages" 
having to do with the construction of the hydroelectric powerplants of 
Xingo and Ilha Grande. Studies being made by ELETROBRAS with the aid of 
the Special State Company Oversight Secretariat (SEST), are aimed at 
defining financing and limits of the negotiations Linked to them. 


If by that time the studies have not been completed, the trip must be 
postponed until the beginning of the Russian spring thaw (March 1981 more 
or less). Businessmen of the sector have already been consulted by the 
government on national participation in both undertakings and on the 
total participation of Soviet materials and resources. The hydroelectrte 
plant of Llha Grande will be located on the Parana River, on the Line 
between Parana and Mato Grosso do Sul. The future hydroelectric plant 

of Xingo (with delayed studies) will be located 40 miles downstream 

from the Paulo Afonso Dam in the state of Alagoas. 


However, while the hydroelectric plants are the principal item, they do 
not encompass all the potential of the business deals. On the Brazilian 
side, sales could go beyond the traditional goods such as coffee, cocce 
and sometimes soybeans and sugar. An attempt will be made to place m 
ufactured goods onthe market, particularly shoes and textiles, while 
electrical appliances are not completely discounted, 


In addition to financed imports of turbines and complementary parts for 
hydroelectric plants (copper wire and metal sheets), Brazil could buy 
cement for those projects from the Soviet Union. And, as was pointed out 
by a source "It would be good if Brazil had the chance to buy some 
petroleum also.”

[text] Brasilia--Imports of petroleum and derivatives (row Jonuary through 
July of this year were about $5.9 billion, or 46 percent of total Brazillian 
import costs for the period. This disturbs economic authorities, since the 
nation's expenditures for petroleum in 7 months are nearly as much as those 
for all of 1979, when they were 96.263 billion, or 34.9 percent of total 


Brazilian imports of $17.9 billion. 


Despite this increased expenditure for petro’eun and deriva wv in reality 
Brazil imported a smaller quantity from January through July of this year 
than in the comparable period last year. Thus, in 7 montis of L980, Brazil 
imported 30.2 million tons of petroleum and derivatives, which is 4.2 percent 


less than in the same 1979 period, while spending &/ percent more than it 
did from January through July last year. 


Petroleum's share in the nation's total imports has been increasing steadily 
since 1973. In 1972, before the petroleum price increase imposed by the pro- 
ducting countries, the share of petroleum purchases in total Srazilian im 
ports was 8.1 percent. It went to 9.8 percent in 1973, by jumped to 19.7 
percent in 1974. Since then the nation has been spending more and more for- 
eign exchange on petroleum and derivatives, so that in 19/9, when total Bra- 
zilian imports were $17.9 billion, purchase of petroleum derivatives amounted 
to $6.2 billion, or 34.9 percent of the total 


In analyzing import trends this year, government experts note that by the 

end of the first 6 months, when imports totaled $11.2 billion, thts already 
represented an increase of 50 percent over the first 6 months of 1979, Al- 
though the rates of increase for the 12-month period ending with each of the 
first 6 months have been rising, 1980 cunmmlative total) imports throush each 
month of this year compared to the same period of 1979 show a »rowth peak in 
the January-February cumulative total of L157 percent (1980 compared to 1979); 
they then fell to 150 percent for the January-through-May and January -through- 
June periods (1980 as compared to 19/9), 
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According to Loreign- Crade experts, thie trend ta contiemed by the growth 
rates of imports during the year, taking January 1980 as @ base, Alter the 
peak of 108.4 percent, these fell to 97,7 percent in May and 96,1 percent 
in June. They further assert that the disparity between the growth rates 
of 1980 and those resulting [rom comparing 1980 cumulative totale with the 
corresponding 1979 tigurese ie in large part due to petroleum prices, which 
have doubled from 1979 to 1980, 


Vianning Ministry analysts think the growth of imports is due mainly to 
petroleum prices and to @ mixture of prices and quantity tor other goods, 

Aw to petroleum prices, these analyste say that OPEC intentions to index 
crude-oll prices could further aggravate the foreign impact on our trade 
balance, But in view of the trend to recession and deceleration in the 
world economy, this outcome does not secm likely. Everything elee remaining 
constant, petroleum prices should be relatively stable until the end of the 
year. Such an event, together with an ample amount of domestic stocks and 
expansion--even Limited--of domestic production, should help restrain ex- 
pansion of petroleum imports.

|fText]) Rio de Janeiro--Consumption of regular gasoline (without addition 
of anhydrous alcoho!) was 774,2 million liters in August, representing a 

19 percent decrease from the same month last year, when it was 1.27 billion 
liters, PETROBRAS [Brazilian Petroleum Corporation) reported yesterday, in 
publishing statistics on domestic consumption of petroleum derivatives. 


Overall consumption of petroleum derivatives in August fell 9.3 percent 
compared to August 1979, with a total of 5.255 million liters. From January

Risk Contracts 


‘ETROBIMAS has reached the upper limit of attractions oifered forelpn com 
panties to participate in petroleum exploration through risk contracts,” ge- 
Ologist Lauro Vieira asserted yeaterday, He is « verintendent of SUPEX 
(PETROBRAS Superintendency of Exploration Contracts), the agency responsible 
for making and supervising risk contracts, Vieira thue confirmed statements 
made by Carlos Santana, PETROBRAS marketing director, 


Superintendent Lauro Vieira believes the terms of the contract are not the 
main factor responsible for greater interest by petroleum companies in the 
contracts: “In the first place, there te the role of the nation's geology 
itself and its more or less favorable conditionsfor petroleum acciamulation. 
In the second place, there ‘s the political stability of nationa! inetitu- 
tions, serving to assure foreign companies that ‘the rules of the geome’ will 
not change,” 


Lauro Vieira, who has headed SUPEX since ite founding in 19/6 to implement 
risk-contract policy, said PETROBRAS has introduced since then a number of 
innovations to facilitate the work of companies sharing the risk of explor- 
ing for petroleum in Brazil, The most recent, approved after the fourth 
bidding round, was to supply information to bidders about an entire geological 
basin rather than only about the tracts bid, Such an arrangement, according 
to Vieira, allows companies a choice of exploration options with a broader 
view of the area in which they are to work. 


Since 1976, 5# risk contracts have been signed with petroleum coumpanies 
from here and abroad (mostly abroad). Five more contracts wil! be signed 
this month, according to SUPEX. They correspond to a total of 6) Lractes in 
onshore and of{shore sedimentary basins. 


Garoupa Accident Loss Uninsured

{Text} Carlos Sant'Anna, commercial director and acting president of 


PETROBRAS, said yesterday that the company did not insure the equipment for 
the Garoupa provisional system because "the insurance would have been very 
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expensive, as it would cover @ $230 million system, He explained that 
PETROBRAS, rather than placing insurance with outsiders, inaured itself, 
"chat is, t¢ set up reserves for accidents," 


Garlos Sant'Anna did not wish to reveal, however, the amount reserved by 
PETROBRAS tor this type of insurance--which in fact is really not insurance: - 
arguing that "not all financial information should be revealed," The 
Garoupa provisional system's processing tower, which collapsed Sunday, in 
the Campos Basin, cost the company §9 million, a Loss that will be increased 
by 300 million cruzeiros a month, which represents the lost production of 
39,000 barrels a day, 


Nothing to Worry About? 


The PETROBRAS commercial director made a point of stressing that "the im- 
portant thing is that the assets were safeguarded and the stockholders don't 
have to worry. PETROBRAS has the highest regard for its stockholders." He 
said turther that petroleum consumption will not be affected by the loss of 
59,000 barrels from the 203,000 barrels a day that were being produced do- 
mestically and again guaranteed that there need not be any increase in im- 
ports, 


Mr Carlos Sant 'Anna remarked that "petroleum supplies will Last for as much 
as 8 months and, besides, consumption is decreasing.” Meanwhile, however, 
statistical data published by the company show that supply is not all that 
ample (see table below). This is because PETROBRAS management has asserted 
that supplies increased after January when, besides the usual supply from 
Iraq of 400,000 barrels daily, 230,000 barrels were shipped as reimburse- 
ment for BRASPETRO [PETROBRAS International, Inc] expenditures in the 
Majnoon Field, 


PETROBRAS management insists that only 2 months will be needed to repair 
the damage from the accident that occurred in the Campos Basin, But Mr 
Sant'Anna already admits that this “is the minimum" period and explains 
that "we are still recovering from the impact of the accident." 


The PETROBRAS commercial director was also quite reticent about saying what 
the company is doing to discover the causes of the accident, which he him- 
self agrees had no apparent basis, “We don't want to say anything just now, 
because several groups are studying the matter," he asserted, Only after 
much insistence was he persuaded to say that construction of the tower was 
certified by Lloyd's Register and experts from the construction firm and 
the project designer, Chicago Bridge and Lron Company, are arriving in Rio 
de Janeiro today to join PETROBRAS in analyzing the cause of the accident. 
The ship "Presidente Pr.iente"” also arrives in Rio de Janeiro today for 
investigations.

{fext| We are finally beginning to take more decisive steps toward an energy 
policy to quickly replace petroleum derivatives, Except for the alcoho! 
program, which is shaping up as an undertaking very close to maturity --the 
public's acceptance of alcohol-powered vehicles and the government's decision 
to study massive foreign participation in its production and export --compared 
to the other substitutes, we are proceeding with a bureaucratic lethargy that 
is combined with the perplexity of one who has not yet assimilated the ac- 
celeration in petroleum prices, especially in the last 12 months. 


At the last meeting of the National Energy Commission, the relationship that 
is to prevail in setting prices of substitutes for petroleum derivatives was 
worked out. Alcohol is not to cost more than 65 percent as much as gasoline 
and coal is not to cost more than 70 percent as much as fuel oil, Further- 
more, diesel fuel prices are to increase at a faster rate than those for 
gasoline until the subsidy currently granted diesel fuel is eliminated. 


If these ratios are maintained in such proportions for a reasonable Length 
of time--that is to say, tor a really long time (a remark that is all the 
more necessary when one recalls how changeable and unstable decisions about 
the rules of the economic game are in this country)--we will be starting to 
head in the right direction, 


Without knowing what prices will prevail for long, producers and consumers 
of petroleum-derivative substitutes are unable to organize, to make plans 
or even to make decisions. This was the major obstacle that existed, for 
example, for coal miners if they were deciding whether to invest more, in 
order to produce more, and for coal users, who intended to use it to replace 
fuel oi! but did not know for certain whether they were taking the most 
efficient step.

In his opinion, rather than transport energy from the Center West to other 
consuming centers, new industrial facilities should be dire tod to the re- 
gion as a way ot developing it and avoiding spending money ‘tor transporting 
energy. 


With a hydroelectric potential estimated at 40 million Kilowatts and ample 
land with outstanding climatic conditions for developing cnery, bared upon 
biomass, the Center-West region, according to the SUDECO cuperiotendent, 
has excellent qualifications for providing an tndustrio! base. 


Rene Pompeo de Pina said that establishing a continuous /ine of credit con- 
sistent with the region's characteristics is indespensoble for attracting 
industrial investments to the Center-West, 
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The Center-West ts an option for economic development, whereas the North- 
east, tor example, te an option for social development, he asserted, 


Of the total of about $0 willion kilowatts of hydroelectric potential in the 
Center-West, only 525,500 are installed, of which 449,000 are in Goiaa: 
41,900 are in Mato Grosso do Sul; 18,600 are in Mato Grosse; and 26,000 
kilowatts are in the Federal District,

Data gathered by SUDECO indicate that the Center-West region has about 
5 million hectares covered with babassu, providing an output of 15 million 
tons of nuts 4 year, 


lf this output were used entirely, it would provide 1.2 billion liters of 
alcohol, 2.2 million tons of charcoal, 750,000 tons of tar, 2.5 billion 
cubic meters of fuel gas and 600,000 tons of oil. 


To initiate full utilization of the babassu nut, SUDECO is preparing three 
projects for pioneer plants that would be set up within 4 years and that 
would function as a demonstration to private initiative and as a laboratory 
for improvement of existing technology, 


The three projects, which would be set up in the states of Goias, Rondonia 
and Mato Grosso, are budgeted at 300 million cruzeiros and would have fi- 
nancial assistance from the Ministry of Mines and Energy. 


The units are being planned to process 40,000 tons of nuts a year, Each of 
them would produce 10,000 liters of alcohol a day, 5,000 tons of charcoal, 
2,000 tons of tar, 1,600 tons of ofl and 800 tons of high-protein meal to be 
used in making animal rations, 


SUDECO's purpose in setting up the three pioneering units is to demonstrate 
to businessmen the technical and economic feasibility of completely utiliz- 
ing the babassu, which is still virtually unexploited, According to an ex- 
pert in the sector, any utilization of the babassu, if only use of the seed 
to produce oil, is already economically feasible, The venture will become 
more profitable to the extent that all the possible byproducts based on the 
nut are taken advantage of. 


Ministry of Industry and Commerce sources already agree that projects for 
tull utilization of the babassu nut can be approved by the Executive Com- 
mission on Alcohol (CENAL) and receive financing from PROALCOOL [National 
Alcohol Program), provided they are shown to be technically and economical ly 
feasible. 


In an industrial plant tor complete utilization of the babassu nut, the 
alcohol-producing unit represents about 70 percent of the total investment 
and, according to the source, virtually assures the venture's feasibility, 
which accounts for its inclusion in PROALCOOL, even though the project has 
the purpose of obtaining various other products.

He also revealed that the National Alcohol Program will receive about 60 
billion cruzeiros next year, "the largest allocation for a spec: sector 
granted in the federal government's budget for 1981," adding tha: ‘DERBRAS 
[Brazilian [ron and Steel Corporation] will have its capital increased by 
about 15 billion cruzeiros, 


The cabinet minister also asserted that state enterprises "are not the cause 
of Brazil's ills," pointing out that they have played a preponderant role 

in the nation's economy and in the last decade provided enormous infra- 
structure services, "For this reason I believe their continuity is very 
important to the national economy and they cannot be used as the scapegoats 
for our problems," he said, 


Penna said that for these reasons he has been urging that the budgets of 
state enterprises not be cut, “and I have the satisfaction of reporting 
that Planning Minister Delfim Netto and President Figueiredo have been re- 
ceptive to my arguments," 


According to the industry and commerce minister, only the budget for the 
National Economic Development Bank(BNDE) remains to be settled by Planning 
Minister Delfim Netto. But negotiations are coming to a close and next 
week he will be able to report the "news." 


STI Priority 


Continued development of the project for constructing a motor with completely 
domestic technology, powered exclusively by alcohol, using up to 30 percent 
less fuel and intended for urban transportation is the priority of the In- 
dustrial Technology Secretariat (STI). 


In providing this information yesterday, Minister Camilo Penna added that

Alcoool, Ime), 
the company's management and Brazilian Forestry Development tnotituce (IBDF 
experts, at a meeting to be held this afternoon in the Campo Crande Munici- 
pal Palace, will discuss installation of an ethanol distiticery on toe axia 
between this state capital and the city of Tres Lagoas tor utilizing 125,000 
hectares of wood of cutting age and production of 100,000 Liters daily. The 
discussion is sponsored by the Association of Mato Grosso do Sul Keloresta- 
tion Enterprises. 
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According to tntormation trom Manoel Resende, director ot the Reforestation 
Association, 2 pilot plants, each with a capacity to produce 100,000 liters 
of ethanol a day, will be inatalled at the same time in Mato Grosso do Sul 
and in the Minas Triangle. According to calculations by LBDF experts, be- 
tween $25 million and $32 million ts to be invested in each of them, The 
specialists believe that by utilizing wood byproducts in processing for 
ethanol production they will be able to reduce the level of investment to 
the minimum established, 


COALBRA specialists went to Mato Grosso do Sul to gather information about 
conditions in the region, availability of energy, regional inirastructure, 
manpower availability and raw-material sources for producing ethanol, lt 
was concluded that che region's reforestation areas attain a level of output 
above the average, reaching 35 to 40 cubic meters of wood a year. Availa- 
bility of raw material is large, as the state has already planted 415,710 
hectares with eucalyptus and pine on the axis between Tres Lagoas and 

Campo Grande, Of this planted area, 125,000 hectares are ready for inmedi- 
ate cutting, The region's major difficulty is in infrastructure. 


COALBRA, whose president is businessman Sergio Roberto Vieira da Mota, is 

a mixed-capital company, with 51 percent of the stock owned by the Brazilian 
Forestry Development Institute and the remaining 49 percent by entrepreneurs 
in the reforestation and capital goods sectors, Location options for the 
Mato Grosso do Sul plant are either the municipality of Tres Lagoas, which 
has better infrastructure but has already committed part of its forests to 
methanol and charcoal production, or Ribas do Rio Pardo, which has nearly 
70,000 hectares of forests ready to be cut but has deficient infrastructure, 
New reforestation investments in the state provide for planting another 
47,000 hectares by next year, According to early expectations, the ethanol 
mill using weod will begin operating as of January 1982 with technology ac- 
quired from Switzerland,

And 
it is a front insofar as it has within it persons and groups with d‘tferent 
positions, coexisting democratically, seeking to win approval for their 
views by means of the vote and tactically and tacitly accepting the alterna- 
tion of hegemonic control. 


lt is difficult, therefore, to define a single profile for the PMDB, since 
a number of profiles coexist within it, different in political formation, 
diverging in practice, and having come to the party tn such dissimilar ways 
as the popular vote, amnesty, recovery of political rights, change of party 
or tactical penetration. 


fhroughout the entire week O GLOBO talked with the main leaders ot this 
group, establishing the intentions of each of them within the party and 
establishing guidelines for the definition of an outline of the main 
Brazilian opposition party on the basis of the definitions heard.

The organization of the PMDB in the country is proceeding in an atmosphere 
of enthusiasm and acceptance of its message by the public. 


This statement was made by the secretary general of the party, 

Deputy Algo Fapundes, who was secretary of the MDB and today is in charge 
of the organization of the largest opposition party in the country, which 
now has 109 federal deputies and 21 senators, “but which may grow stil!

FORMER COMMUNIST LEADER IN CUBA$ PCB ACCUSATIONS 
Prestes Visiting Cuba

[Text] Sao Paulo--Followers of the line of the former secretary general 
of the outlawed Brazilian Communist Party (PCB) Central Committee, 

Luis Carlos Prestes, reported yesterday in this capital that he has 

been in Havana since last Friday on the invitation of Cuban Prime 
Minister Fidel Castro. Prestes went to Cuba via Lisbon. 


Followers of Luis Carlos Prestes could not report on the reasons for the 
visit, the subjects he will discuss in Havana, with whom he will make 
contact and how long he will remain in Cuba. Present leaders of the 
Brazilian Communist Party in Sao Paulo were unaware of the trip up to 
yesterday. 


For the first time since the dismissal of Luis Carlos Prestes from the 
general secretariat of the PCB, leaders of the party admitted that in 
his visits abroad he has been seeking the support of other communist 
parties so as to found a new party in Brazil. 


They declared, however, that the efforts by Luis Carlos Prestes have been 
unsuccessful and that he finds himself totally isolated and not a 

single communist party abroad supports his positions. According to PCB 
leaders, all communist parties have preferred to have relations with the 
new secretary general, Giocondo Dias, and with the new executive of the 
central committee, to whose positions they give complete support. 


The communist leaders admitted yesterday that when Luis Carlos Prestes 
was dismissed from the secretariat general, they took a "calculated risk" 
and that at that time they even feared that the former secretary "would 
steal the party and manage to remain with the initials PCB for his 
membership." 
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According to them, it did not happen and Luia Carlos Prestes did vol 

even provoke a dissidence within the party. In the tolerpretatio: of 
the communist leaders, there is no "division" in the PCB but simply 

"an estrangement" caused by the Sixth Congress, the last one held by the 
party in 1976, 


in the opinion of those leaders, Luis Carlos Prestes, despite ou 
announced that he has the support of five regional ’'CB Regional 
Committees, is not followed by any state section of the party. According 
to them, {! he had that support, the former sec:*tary general would b 
the first one interested in naming the state eccw ttees loyal to hin, 


They also said that even the Rio Grande do Sul Kegional Committec, 
considered the bastion of Luis Carlos Prestes, ailied iteelf with th 
new PCB leadership. The leaders yesterday accused Prestes once more oi 
being a "coupist" because he did not accept a constituent assembly witt 
President Joao Figueiredo. 


They said that Luis Carlos Prestes believes that the constituent assembly 
should be convoked after the government is overthrown and when the 
working class assumes control of the economic, political and soctal pro 
cess. The new leaders argue that when that stage advocated bh» Prestes 

is reached, "there will no longer be the need for a constituent assembly.’

| Text | CODEJU, CORREME, ANCECUJ, UEM, UOE, ACU, ATA, These and other acre 
nyms of other youth movements that oppose the current government, appeared 
on countless last-minute declarations that were signed, expressing disagree- 
ment with the plebiscite on 11 September and advocating that people vote no, 
These declarations were distributed at university centers, in tne streets 
of Santiago, and in the various mass media, 


Although all the groups appeared to be united in a single front against the 
plebiscite, led by the National Commission for Youth Rights (CONSJU), actually 
each one of these organizations was created or born in response to opposition 
to the present government, within each one's sphere of influence, None of 
them has been in existence for more than 3 years, and their common character- 
istic is the youth of their members and of those who belong tu their sphere 
of influence, 


"Our work is aimed at youths,” explains Francisco Garay, secretary of national 
relations of CODEJU, "because we feel that it is among them that our work 
can bear the most fruit and ensure that future generations will be democratic.’ 


CODEJU has taken the theme of human rights as its battle standard, and accord- 
ing to Garay its efforts are geared toward the defense, promotion and educa- 
tion about those rights. Usually it is engaged in campaigns in favor ot youths 
and students who have been banished or sanctioned by the universities; national 
and international denunciations of these events, and solidarity with the people 
involved, principally in the form of legal assistance, 
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Muture Political Parties? 


_ Question] You complain about the lack of freedom, but you publish documents, 
send denunciations to the mass media, and meet periodically at a permanent 
headquarters that is known to authorities, who allow this to take place. . . 


| Garay | The fact that we exist is no generous concession by the government. 
We know that we will last as long as the government pleases, and if we are 
allowed to exist it is to show that there is alleged freedom. 


| Question] Why alleged, if there are so many dissident groups? 


| Garay | Because even though we have become organized and continue to exist, 
in practice, when we ask permission to hold a meeting, soldiers prevent us 
from doing so under the pretext that we are not a lawful organization, When 
our leaders or members participate in an event expressing opposition, they 
are arrested, sanctioned, and thrown out of the university. If these groups 
have managed to develop, it is undoubtedly due to the fact that not even the 
authorities have been able to stop then. 


CODEJU, under the presidency of Christian Democratic leader Guillermo Yungue, 
has a board of directors that, according to Garay, is made up of people from 
all walks of political and religious life, "united by the effort to take 
joint action in defense of human rights among youths.” In this plurality 

of ideas, our interviewee recognizes that there are no youths who support 
the current regime, but he assures us that there are many independents. 


| Question] Do you think that CODBJU's actions would inspire more respect and 
credibility if its leaders didn't come out in favor of contingent politics? 


_Garay| We were a small group and we have grown, because civilian groups 
have seen that our work is objective. We try to take on the real substance 
of the commitment we have made, the defense of human rights; the authorities 
have had to respond to our criticism, although they have tried to minimize 
those responsible, 


| Question] But you said no to the plebiscite publicly and profusely. Is 
that also defending human rights? 


| Garay | We said it publicly, but few found out about it because anything 
that smacks of dissidence is not published by the information media, We 

said no to the plebiscite because we believe that, starting with a positive 
desire to call together the citizenry, the government's measure was not 
democratic; the call was made in the context of generalized repression, We 
said no because that repression violates human rights and comes from the auth- 
orities.

NEW COPPER DEPOSIT DISCOVERED--Copiapo--A copper deposit, considered to be 
the second most important in the nation, after El Salvador, was recently 
discovered by the Gompania Minera de Chanaral y Taltal (CHATAL) in the 
mining district of Inca de Oro, 5 kilometers from the place bearing the 

same name, A study of the area revealed that the mine will yield more than 
30 million tons of ore, which in turn will yield more than 750 tons of fine 
copper ore, The deposit, called "Brecha Pipe,” also has between 12 and 15 
percent high grade gold, The general manager of CHATAL, Jorge Barcelo Sarrat, 
pointed out that the Brecha Pipe development project, known as “Delirio,” 
Includes the construction 3 years of a material processing plant with 

a daily capacity of 4,000 wus. The investment required will be $30 million, 
He stated that the facilities will be similar to those at Mantos Blancos in 
Antofagasta, The executive also indicated that the completion and opening 
of an interior road from Goplapo to Inca de Oro, going through Paipote and 
Diego de Almagro (formerly Pueblo Hundido), will save 100 kilometers of 
travel and will thereby facilitate the transportation of the ore, Now 

there is only the Longitudinal Road, which runs parallel to the coast and 
makes the trip much longer. In addition, the Intendancy of the Third Region 
will soon provide potable water for Inca de Oro, which will facilitate the 
at ae of Brecha Pipe.

STUDENT LEADER CLAIMS NEW LEFTIST POLITICAL OFFENSIVE

[Excerpt] San Jose, 3 Oct (AFP)--Salvadoran opposition organizations 
have begun a political offensive to complement military actions, a 
leader of the General Association of Salvadoran University Students 
(AGEUS) named Flores revealed here today. 


According to the student leader, the initiative is based on a "people's 
platform of demands," which includes labor, peasant and student demands 
as well as those of other sectors of the national life. 


According to Flores, the military struggle has been intensified in El 
Salvador, where the clashes between rebel groups and army forces 
allegedly take place daily throughout the country. 


"Four guerrilla general staffs have been organized in the country," he 
affirmed. They operate in the north, in the east, in the west and in 
the central region.

occasion there was an indignant reaction in the face of the seriousness of 
the oceurrence, The Spanish government broke off diplomatic relations, the 
UN iseved a mild condemnation, the Departement of State “deplored” it. 

Then everything returned to sormal, 


Ammesty International, which proclaimed 1980 as “human rights year in 
Guatemala,” estimates that in 10 yeare 70,000 persons have been murdered 
or have disappeared. Since the advent of General Romeo Lucas Garcia to 
power,"elected"” in 1978 thanks to maseive intimidation and verified elec- 
toral corruption, repression has been intensified and the terrorist acti- 
vittes of the various death equadrons have increased. It ia impossible 
for even an organization like Amnesty International to keep track of the 
number of the dead and of those who have disappeared. In this connection, 
in one of the most recent reporte of the humanitarian organization one 
reade: “There are no political prisoners in Guatemala. The security 
forces and the death squadrons have killed them all," among the moat noted 
personages who were killed in recent years one recalle former Minister of 
Foreign Affaires Alberto Fuentes Mohr and former Mayor of the capital 
Manuel Colon Argueta, both members of parties of the legal opposition and 
both candidates for the 1982 presidential elections. 


Recently a delegation of the Democratic Front Against Repression arrived 

in Italy. This organization groups the democratic parties of Guatemala and 
came to Italy to meet with political and labor personalities and to ask for 
help and solidarity. The delegation was accompanied by Nora Santos, a 
Guatemalan intellectual and a militant in a rank and file Christian communi- 
ty, which for years has been denouncing the crimes that have been committed 
in Guatemala, in the midst of indifference and silence on the part of the 
putliic. We asked her a few questions. 


[Question] What its the current political situation in your country’ 


|Anewer| Terrible. Just consider that on | May 31 persons were killed and 
many other democratic persons were arrested. <A few hours later, they were 
said to have disappeared. The political opposition nevertheless is not 
allowing iteelf to be intimidated by this ruthless repression and is not 
giving up the struggle. it is 4 unitary struggle of the political and 
labor union left against an unprecedented fascism. Since Manuel Colon 
Argueta's funeral in 1979 every other funeral has been the occasion for 

a political meeting of from 20 to 50 thousand persons. The masses have 
united in a plan to overthrow Garcia, even though Uhristian democracy 
continues to say that a dialog is possible. There is revolutionary fervor 
among the workers, students, housewives, priests, and teachers.

(please note the quotation marks) constituted by the DC and by the vice 
president of the Kramer republic. These contradictions, however, are 
subordinate to the policy of the U.S. The entire game is yet to be 
played, because what has occurred, and is occurring, in Salvador did not 
yield the hoped-for fruit. Nevertheless, this card cannot by any means be 
discarded, 


[Question] Are you afraid of a direct intervention by the mercenaries who 
"are bivouacking™ in Central America? 


|Answer|. Yes. In the first place, one must realize that Guatemala is the 
most important country, both economically and politically, in Central 
Wnerica. Then, there is a concentration on our land of nuclei of the 
Somoza nationa’ guard, ready to invade Salvador in case of necessity. It 
is also known thar Guatemalan forces are being trained on big farms in 
the eastern zone and that they, too, are ready to invade Salvador. Then 
there are the paramilitary groups, Like the MIN (National Liberation Move- 
ment), those of the "White Hand" of the fascist extreme right, and other 
similar organizations which, with the complicity of the police and the 
army, sow terror in the country. We also know that if in Guatemala things 
should precipitate these forces, now controlled by the army, they would 
have the support of the Cuban "gusanos," of South Vietnamese and Korean 
mercenaries , of Somoza forces, and perhaps--we are checking thi#-of some 
sectors of the Honduran government. 


[Question] How is the resistance organized? 


[Answer] it is clandestine, at several levels. At this moment military- 
type claims are closely connected to large-scale social ones.

Commenting on the current status of Nicaragua's efforts at the Organization of 
American States to discuss the Bolivian coup, D'Bscoto admitted that no major 
progress had been made. 


"But it is undeniable,” he asserted, "that the work of the Nicaraguan For-

Later the FSLN assigned him to be a rural guerrilla, and as such he was 
responsible for a column for 6 months in the border area of the departments 
of Leon and Esteli, Afterwards he fought in Jinotega, where he was sur- 
prised by the triumph of the Revolution.

Electricity Use Up 
Montevideo EL DIA in Spanish 9 Sep 80 p 4 


[Text] Although the mayimum electric power load tor July is an 
all-time record for the UTE [General Administration of State Electric 
Power and Telephones], surpassing the 1979 maximum by 21.6 percent, 
it represents a rise of just 12.6 percent over the July 1978 level. 


As expected, the July statistics supplied by the Enorgy Bulletin of 
the National Energy Board point to disproportionate growth over last 
year, when there were major cutbacks in consumption, due to well-known 
reasons. 


Total cumulative data for the first 7 monthe of the year indicate a 
13.6 percent increase over the same period in 1979 in terme of the 
power generated in the national hydrothermal system. 


Hydrocarbons Use Up 


There was a general upswing in the demand for all hydrocarbon fuels in 
July, with the exception of UTE consumption. 


Thus, there has been an overall decline of 13.5 percent so far this 
year in comparison to last year. If supplies furnished to the UTE are 
excluded, there has been a five percent drop in overall demand from 
1979, 


With regard to the consumption of gas distributed through the Monte- 
video system, the July 1980 figure posted a significant seven percent 
rise over the July 1979 level; thus, the cumulative total for January 
to July is up two percent from the 1979 level.

Prompt Action Nr cessary 


In just 50 years, by utilizing fossil fuels (coal, oil and natural gas), 
man has advanced hie civilization at a dizzying pace through unpreceden- 
ted industrial development. 


These nonrenewable natural resources, however, will barely last until 
the beginning of the 2!st century. Future generations will have to 
come up with new fuels and utilize renewable natural resources as 
sources that cannot be depleted. 


The scarcity of petroleum is the main cause of the current energy crisis. 
Producers are pursuing a policy of cutting back on output to conserve 

a@ resource that they realize is nonrenewable, Scarcity is the result: 
supply does not keep pace with demand, and prices continue to rise. 


Uruguay is particularly susceptible to this situation because it depends 
totally on imports to meet its needs. 


The remaining fossil fuels will not be able to resolve our problem of 
import dependency, and nuclear power cannot provide short- and medium- 
term solutions. 


At present, 70 percent of the country's energy consumption is accounted 
for by oil, of which we import about 2 million cubic meters a year. 


This figure gives us an idea of the impact that an alternative source 
could have on our energy expenditures. 


For political and national security reasons, Uruguay must become 
independent of energy sources linked to other countries or outside 
circumstances. 


About |.3 million tons of firewood a year are currently consumed for 
energy, industrial and household purposes. Inasmuch as logging is 
currently experiencing a major boom and the use of fuel wood is on the 
rise, the country is in danger of depleting its resources. We must, 
therefore, promote forestation efforts for energy purposes.

Although all types of trees can be used for enere ouroofes, some prow 
more quickly and have greater heat producing potencial 


There are many advantages to wood, perhaps the main one being that it 
does not have to be harvested at any specific time. This can be done 
during any season of the year, and weather is not « problem 


Moreover, the longer a tree is left standing, the more valuable it 
becomes; it can be kept as a resource. 


In addition, tree crops are grown in soil that would be considered 
marginal for farming and livestock-raising, and thus they do not compete 
with food production. It is also much leas expensive to grow trees 

than to grow farm crops. 


In addition, the tree varieties that we are promoting regenerate; in 
other words, after they are cut, they naturally begin to grow again 

This means that no new investment is needed to obtain further production. 
in fact, growth is faster after the initial felling, and the devel- 
opment phase is thus shorter. In the case of cucalyptus, from 7 to 10 
experimental harvest cuttings have been done in our country without 

the need for replanting. 


All of these reasons lead us to the conclusion that forestation is a 
constructive alternative for Uruguay.

FIRST WALF TRADE BALANCE SHOWS $357 MILLION DEFICIT 
Montevideo LA MANANA in Spanish 4 Sep 80 p 1) 


[Text] The country's firet half trade balance shows a deficit of 
$357.425 million, according to information from the Central Bank. One 
of the main reasons for the deficit was the expenditure for petroleum, 
which was up more than 120 percent this year over last. 


The nation's foreign trade totaled $1,207 billion, with exports accounting 
for $424,790 and imports hitting $782.215 million; the deficit is thus 29.6! 
percent of the total. 


Exports rose from $366.834 million to $424.790 million from last year 
to this year, with the increase showing a remarkable balance between 
traditional and nontraditional items. . 


Nontraditional items accounted for 56.69 percent of total overseas 
sales during the first half of the year, whereas in 1979 they stood 
at slightly above 60 percent. 


As far as imports are concerned, there has been a major imbalance due 
to oil purchases, which totaled $26! million this year, as compared to 
$118 million in 1979, a jump of 121! percent. 


There was also a major rise, 60 percent, in imports of machinery and 
electrical supplies and equipment. Imports of vehicles were up almosi 
double as well. 


1979 a Good Year: Chamber of Commerce 


In general, 1979 can be regarded as a good year because of the 
exceptional rise ‘n output, the budget surplus, the streamlining of 
the tax and inditect t*x [paratributario] system and the drop in 
unemployment.

The rise in the gross domestic product during the period in question 
was made possible partly by national and internat ooal developments o! 
a cyclical nature, 


Argentine demand unquestionab.y had a heavy impact on the level of 
activity in 1979, Tourism, exports to Argentina and Argentine invest- 
ment in real estate spurred the pace of Uruguayan output. 


Domestically, growth was helped by a reallocation of resources. farm 
investment during much of 1979 meant increased domestic demand, which 
sparked a number of production subsectors. 


The renewed outbreak of high inflation over the first few monthe o! 
1979 heightened inflationary expectations. Together with the 
anticipated fixed exchange rate for the dollar, this meant that do! lar 
debts could be contracted at negative interest rates. Vhere then 
occurred a strong move towards the purchase of tangible goods, 
especially real estate, land and half-finished conetruction projects, 
which represented a major stimulus for the construction induetry. 


Furthermore, the negative interest rate in terms of anticipated 
inflation was a very powerful cyclical factor in the Level o! 
activity, a factor that cannot, in turn, be divorced from the 
broad-based rise in prices that the country hase expericnced 


The quickened pace of inflation, together with a real rise in demand, 
obviously prompted a time lag between prices and costs Not only did 
this spark business ty boosting the pace of activity, but it also 

prompted a rise in profits (albeit temporary) that m ' be regarded ae 
a logical upshot of the combined impact of the sforementioned factors.

Second, with regard to this downward trend, we can see that annua! 
rates diminished least in the months in which wages, mainly, were 
boosted. We saw a similar, though upward, development in (97°, when 
the biggest rises were in May, August and November. 


In conclusion, projecting the first half trend out through the entire 
year, we would get a price rise of somewhat less than 50 percent. 


As we can see, the first half of this year presents features 
completely different from those of the same period last year. In 
1979, the biggest increases were for food items and clothing, the 


latter due to second quarter developments. This year, the largest 
increases have been in housing and miscellaneous; this is due to lirst 
quarter price developments, because from March to June the trende in 


the various categories were remarkably alike. 
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With regard to housing, the category with the steepest price rioes, 
there haw been a 35.4 percent increase in cents and taxes ani a 26,4 
percent jump in maintenance costs, 


Within the miscellaneous category there has been a 56,1 percent rise 

in education expenses (10.9 percent in June alone), with above average 
rises in recreation and cigarets (27.8 percent) and domestic help 

(27.7 percent) ase well, Particularly noteworthy have been the price 
increases for regular gasoline (33,3 percent), telephone service 

(41.4 percent), mutual health care (23,2 percent) and electricity (16.4 
percent), 


There have also been interesting developments in food prices, broken 
down into their main subcategories. While there have been steep 

rises in the prices of fruits and vegetables (45.6 percent, 10.3 
percent in June alone), grains and by-products (27.5 percent, 7.7 
percent in June) and other, miscellaneous food items (33.3 percent), 
there has been a major drop in the price of meat and sausages (down 
14,6 percent), which is even more important since these are major items 
in the family food basket. The biggest drop was in the price of red 
meat, 9.6 percent in the case of roasts and as much as 22.7 percent 

for shoulder sections. 


With regard to clothing, the prices of which were up 15.2 percent, the 
only subcategory that was significantly different from the average was 
household linen and shoe repair (8.8 percent). Men's clothing was 

up 14 percent, women's 17.4 percent, and children's 15.8 percent 

(10.2 percent in June alone). 


In general, this category, which recorded the slowest price rises over 
the first half, shows a trend that contrasts sharply with the steep 
rises in 1979 resulting from heavy demand. 


Wholesale Prices 


The wholesale price index for domestic goods rose 10.4 percent in the 
first half of 1980. This is much lower than during the same period 
last year (39.1 percent) and also lower than the other price indices 
dealt with in this article. 


The slowdown in wholesale price increases has been in evidence since 
the second half of 1979 and still is, in fact. However, given the 
levels that it has reached, this trend will probably be reversed as 
of next quarter.
